Made Over Into One 


Like Germany. 


Berlin,'. Nov. 4.—Geraldine Farrar, 


the young American prlma-donna, is 
reported In a local newspaper as con- 
demning America as barbarically de- 
void of artistic appreciation and as 
having formally announced her intent 
of turning her back on America for- 
ever. 
Miss Farrar is quoted as say- 


ing: 


"After singing in my own country, 


and having the opportunity of com- 
paring It. with Germany from an ar- 
tistic standpoint, I have concluded to 
remain here and never sing anywhere 
else. 
I am an American, but. truth 


compels me to admit that there Is no 
art in the United States. 
There . is 


only money there. That is why I came 
over here. That's what takes Ameri- 
cans txj Europe. 


"Americans, moreover, are 'Jtificient. 


in artistic appreciation. America pro- 
duces talent—that, is apparent 
from 


the large number of us singing in Ber- 
lin—but. in our own country we would 
be impossible. 
Had we sung there 


nobody would have known whether 
we sang well or badly. 
Americans 


cannot judge music because they are 
utterly lacking In understanding. 


"Art. Is an impossibility In a land
